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NEW HIGHWAY LINE 
VISIBLE AT NIGHT 


Three hundred miles of Alberta 
highways will have a centre line of 
a new luminous-type paint, within 
the next few weeks. The strip gives 
off a phosphorescent glow during 
night or in foggy weather, thus 
clearly marking inclines and turns. 
Broken lines are marked on straight 
stretches, and continuous lines on 
sections where there are bridges, 
hills, and sharp turns. 

Everett Richardson of St. Thomas, 
headquartérs of the Ontario sign- 
painting company which invented 
the new safety measure, has been 
awarded the contract. His crew of 
six is now working on the south 
highway. 

Following the completion on the 
highway from Calgary to High 
River, they will do the Calgary-Ed- 
monton highway except for 40 
miles; the Calgary-Banff route ex- 
cept for the new stretch to Coch- 
rane; and 35 miles from Medicine 
Hat to the Saskatchewan border.

ARRANGE FEED AND SEED 
SUPPLIES NOW 


Crop damage through hail, frost 
or drought, has occurred in many 
Alberta districts this year. Many 
farmers may find that they have 
not sufficient seed for spring plant- 
ing or enough feed grain to carry 
their live stock through until an- 
other crop is harvested. 

Farmers in Eastern Canada pur- 
chase large quantities of feed and 
seed from the west. Since the Alber- 
ta crop now being harvested will be 
moved rapidly to Eastern points, 
those who require seed and _ feed 
should arrange for their entire 
needs at an early date. There may 
be considerable difficulty fh ob- 
taining seed later in the season. 
Feed grain may not be available in 
the amounts needed. 

The Field Crops ‘Branch urges 
farmers who were unfortunate en- 
ough to lose their crops to arrange 
for seed and feed supplies without 
delay.

COST OF LIVING COMPARED 
BETWEEN UNITED STATES 
AND CANADA 


Just to settle the matter of com- 
parative prices between the United 
States and Canada a survey was 
made in Toronto and Buffalo in 
similar self-service stores at the 
same time in January, 1947. The 
cities were chosen because they are 
in the same zones and are similar 
in various other respects. 

Heinz tomato soup is given as 12 
cents for an 11 0z. can in Buffalo 
and 9 cents for a 10 oz. can in Tor- 
onto. Heinz chicken noodle soup is 
17 cents in the first city and 2 for 
27 cents in the latter. Buffalo stores 
were selling potatoes at 10 lbs. for 
49 cents and Toronto at 10 Ibs. for 
25 cents. Philadelphia cream cheese 
was the same in both cities. Round 
steak was 59 cents a lb. in Buffalo 
and 13 cents cheaper in Toronto. 
Salmon steak retailed for 58 cents 
a lb. on the American side of the 
line and for 30 cents on the Cana- 
dian. Hamburg steak was 16 cents 
higher in Buffalo, Nescafe was 20 
cents lower and Glo Coat was 8 
cents lower. Eggs sold for ten cents 
less in Toronto and butter for about 
40 cents less. A 20 oz. loaf of bread 
cost 13 cents in Buffalo while a 24 
oz. loaf was 10 cents in Toronto.

MOUNTAIN ROADS 
BEING REPAIRED 


A complete program of repair 
work on the Big Bend highway 
will be carried out next spring by 
the British Columbia department of 
public works, L.M. Saint, secretary 
of the Alberta Motor Association 
said last week. Mr. Saint, who re- 
cently returned from a convention 
of the Western Division of the 
American Automobile Association 
at Vancouver, said that the an- 
nouncement came from Hon. E.C. 
Carson, minister of public works 
for B.C. 

Additional gravel will be put on 
the road and levelling will be done. 

By the end of this year the main 
highway from Revelstoke, west end 
of the Big Bend, to Vancouver will 
be completely hard surfaced. 

Mr. Saint said that the Big Bend 
highway now was in “fair condi- 
tion.”

FALL RYE AND WINTER WHEAT 


Every year at about this time the 
“Crop Testing Plan’, and other 
Crop Improvement Organizations 
which distribute Registered or 
Certified seed, receive frantic calls 
from farmers who wish to purchase 
fall rye or winter wheat for im- 
mediate sowing. It is soon discover- 
ed that no supplies of seed are 
available, for it is seldom indeed 
that on these prairies a crop of win- 
ter rye or wheat is harvested and 
cleaned up ready for sale by the 
first week of Septentber. There is, 
however, a simple method that 
farmers can adopt to assure to 
themselves a supply of good fall 

| rye or winter wheat seed, which is 

| to purchase their stocks ten months 
ahead. Usually there is a good sup- 
ply available of Registered or Certi- 
fied fall rye or winter wheat of de- 

| sirable varieties in October, Nov-

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Basic Herds of 


Ranchers To 


Be Exempt From Income Tax 


Canadian cattlemen everywhere 
will be pleased at the decision of 
|} the revenue department to accept 
}the principle that farmers and 
ranches may establish basic herds 
for income tax purposes, Kenneth 
Coppock, manager, Western Stock 
| Growers’ Association and acting 
manager, National Council of Can- 
| adian Beef Producers reported last 
| week, 

Hitherto, said Mr. Coppock, tax 
| regulations had not recognized the 
| capital aspect of cattle herds. Thus 
| those who had accumulated life sav- 

ngs in the form of cattle instead of 
other assets were severely penaliz- 
ed whenever they wished to realize 
on their herds. 

Now the herd would be a capital 
asset. If the operator decided to re- 
duce its size the reduction would 
represent a return of capital instead 
of a realization of income. But sales 
which do not reduce the size of the 
basic herd will be considered in- 
come, 

Acceptance of the principle rep- 
resents the culmination of many 

, years of effort by farmers through 
| their organizations. The fight had 
| been carried to Ottawa and all cat- 
| tlemen are indebted to F.A. Brown, 
| deputy minister of taxation and to 
fall the officials who labored to 
| bring the principle into effect.’ Mr. 
Coppock added. 

| Two groups of farmer taxpayers 
|have been established by the rev- 
enue department in the new regu- 
lations extending to farmers-taxa- 
| tion the principle that farmers may 
| establish basic herds for tax pur- 
poses 

The new regulations have already 
{been drawn up and will be made 
| public next month, it was announc- 
}ed in Ottawa recently. The basic 
| herd principle they embody long 
| has been sought by western farm- 
'ers and ranchers who keep large 
| herds of cattle and contend they 
' would not be taxed when the sale 
| of cattle involves capital assets.

| HOG QUOTAS ENDED 

Domestic hog quotas which have 
applied to all Dominion-inspected 
packing firms have been abolished, 
effective September 1st. This means 
there will be no restrictions on the 
! slaughter of hogs or the distribu-

HIGHER WHEAT 
PRICES COMING 


( By H.G.L. Strange ) 

A most welcome announcement 
was made by the Hon. J.A. Mac- 
Kinnon at Ottawa on August 27th 
that the Government will recom- 
mend to Paniament which meets 
next January, an increase in the 
price of wheat to be retroactive for 
the 1945 and 1946 crops. No exact 
increase was mentioned but unof- 
ficial circles in Ottawa are talking 
about a 20 cent increase to bring 
the present payment to farmers of 
$1.35 a bushel basis No. 1 Northern 
Fort William to the $1.55 which 
Britain pays for Canadian wheat. 

This is all as it should be, and 
this column is proud that its long 
crusade to obtain higher prices for 
farmers has achieved some results. 

The main price injustice to our 
farmers still remains, however, to 
be remedied which is, as I myself 
and others believe, that prairie | 
farmers should be paid for their | 
wheat on the basis of the world’s 
market price (as set by the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board on Class 2 wheat 
and which price today is $2.69) in-! 
stead of on a basis of $1.55 on 160 
million bushels sold to Britain and 
$1.55 on an additional 70 million 
bushels sold to Canadian millers 
for making into bread and for use 
of the well-off Canadian people.

CANDIAN WOOL PRODUCTION 


Canada's 1946 wool cut amount- 
ed to 19 million pounds, a reduction 
of 625,000 pounds from 1945. Re- 
duced output was attributed to a 
decline in shorn wool production, 
| Which was 802,000 pounds below 
1945. Farm cash sales of wool were 
$3,460,000, a decline of over $250,- 
000 from the 1945 level. 


U.S. LAND INFLATION 


The average price paid for land 
in the United States is now only 
five per cent below the 1920 infla- 
tionary peak. The largest increase 
in land values took place in wheat 
and range livestock areas. 

During the last three years more 
than half of the land sales were 
cash deals, and at the same time 
loans to finance land purchases in- 
creased substantially. 

The department of agricultural 
economics at Iowa State College 
points out that purchasing land un- 
der a top heavy debt structure may 
lead to financial difficulties in later 
years,
